The Best at Braille

Mattapoisett resident and Old Rochester Regional 
Junior High student Marisa Parker has won the 2009 
Volunteer Award given by the National Braille Press. Ms. 
Parker, 15, was born with an eye disease that caused her 
eyes never to develop correctly, resulting in total blind- 
ness. The event took place on Tuesday, June 16 in the Back 
Bay section of Boston. 

"We gave this award to Marissa because she has 
been dedicated to prove that Braille is not an outdated 
technology," said Kimberly Ballard, a member of the 
National Braille Press. "There are very few books out 
there printed in Braille in comparison to how many books 
are published. Braille is basically the only way for blind 
people to read and write. We are just exploring a whole 
new world of possibilities of how Braille can be used." 

Braille has been expanding to other forms of 
technology as of late. Like all students, Marissa uses a 
computer, although one that's specifically designed for 
the vision-impaired. Not only are there Braille computer 
keyboards, but Marisa has a specially designed PDA with 
metal keys on a refreshable screen that allows her to feel 
what is on the computer screen, enabling her to surf the 
internet like anyone else. Ms. Ballard stated, "Advances 
in Braille complement technology, proving that they can

In October 2008, actress/ writer/ activist Lilly 
Tomlin hosted an event on the subject of Braille. Marissa 
demonstrated for Ms. Tomlin the new advances in tech- 
nology, including her PDA. Ms. Ballard said that although 
Lilly is new to the Braille organization, she has become 
large in supporting it and has become immersed in the 
world of it. 

On Saturday, June 20, Marissa represented the 
state of Massachusetts in an academic competition for 
Braille students, the 9*^ Annual National Braille Challenge, 
where she placed third in her age group. Along with 60 
other blind students, ages 6 to 19, she competed in catego- 
ries that required them to transcibe, type and read Braille 
using a Perkins Brailler device. Each category tested their 
Braille skills in reading comprehension. Braille spelling.

Every participant in the Challenge received a tro- 
phy, but the first though third place winners in each age 
group received a savings bond ranging in value from $500 
for the youngest group and $5,000 for the oldest. Along 
with the prizes.

A PacMate is the first 
accessible pocket PC with a Braille display.

looked at the quandary, which was the financial situation 
of the fireworks this year, which was created by public 
spending rules.

works ceremony, as there will be a donation station at the 
entrance to the park. Glow sticks will also be sold with 
the proceeds going towards the fireworks. The proceeds 
from the food that will be sold at the event do not go in 
any way towards the Fireworks Committee.

The Hurt Locker. Starring Jeremy Renner and Anthony Mackie. 
Directed by Kathryn Bigelow. Running time: 131 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

Before The Hurt Locker is anything else, if s a hrst-class 
action movie. This tense and muscular film, which opened in 
New York and L.A. last weekend and will get a wider release 
in July, unfolds in and around various Iraq war zones but 
isn't really an 'Traq War film/' It follows a bomb-squad unit, 
headed by risk addict Sgt. William James (Jeremy Renner), who 
by his own count has disarmed 873 bombs. We don't know 
whether James is brave or crazy or both, but we do sense that he 
wouldn't rather be doing anything else. He doesn't get cranked 
up before a mission — a Zen-like calm seems to fall over him. 
He knows how bombs work, and he knows how to make them 
not work. He's in his element. 

So is the director, Kathryn Bigelow. Absent from the 
big screen for too long, Bigelow was born to make action- 
thrillers (see Point Break or Strange Days), and The Hurt Locker 
may well be her masterpiece, the perfect fusion of director and 
material. Bigelow loves techno-POV shots; they were all over 
Strange Days, and this film opens with one, the staticky view of 
a radio-controlled robot rolling towards a concealed explosive. 
The action in The Hurt Locker is loose, caught on the fly and 
documentary-like, yet still perfectly readable. We always know 
exactly where the bomb squad is in relation to danger, and 
things slow way down during a shoot-out between snipers in 
the desert, during which any number of things go wrong (the 
ammo salvaged off of a freshly killed soldier keeps jamming 
because it's too bloody, etc.). The action is frighteningly credible. 

The movie is a salute to the soldiers who go in and 
get it done in the worst possible conditions, though it's not an 
unabashed salute. James' squad members occasionally freak out 
and break down; James keeps powering through, a good man 
(he takes care to treat the locals humanely) with some serious 
problems. Jeremy Renner, a great actor who deserves to be much 




better known than he is, shows flashes of the death wish under 
James' laid-back demeanor. His men even briefly flirt with the 
idea of fragging him, because they figure he'll get them all killed 
— is he a genius or just extraordinarily lucky? Either way, he 
chuckles as he strides into yet another death-trap, and speaks 
almost tenderly to the bomb components, some of which he 
keeps under his bunk later. 

There's not a scrap of politics in The Hurt Locker, as 
there also wasn't in last year's unfairly dismissed Stop-Loss — 
perhaps coincidentally also directed by a woman (Kimberly 
Peirce). The two movies simply strive to be true to the 
experiences of those who serve or have served in Iraq. The film's 
coda is almost a miniature Stop-Loss — a soldier comes home 
and can't deal with things like chopping up carrots for dinner or 
shopping for cereal, and stop-losses himself right back into the 
fray. Like its hero, the movie needs its adrenaline fix, but never 
at the expense of the drama that keeps the anedcotal narrative 
going. It comes by its thrills honestly, never losing sight of the 
potential cost in lives. These soldiers do their jobs while acutely 
aware they could be killed by some of the same people they're 
trying to save, but they try anyway. The Hurt Locker goes far 
beyond action into almost existential excitement, fear, despair 
(one soldier bemoans how nobody except his parents, who 
"don't count," will care if he's killed in action). Kathryn Bigelow 
has shown Hollywood how it's done: The Hurt Locker is the 
strongest and most satisfying thriller in years.

station, digital picture frames, and thought-provoking 
interpretive signs to involve visitors in the discovery of 
the symbolic, spiritual and cultural connections we share 
with these majestic and increasingly endangered animals. 

Humans' complex relationship with whales is 
told from the early harvesting of beached whales to the 
development of watercraft and weapons specifically to 
pursue the animals at sea. Once demand grew, an indus- 
try was born to hunt and process whales for the oil that 
would light the world for three centuries and the baleen 
that was the plastic of that age. While the Dutch and 
English led the way in the creation of this industry, by the 
early 19*^ century, the United States, led by New Bedford, 
had the most productive whaling industry in the world. 

As the success of the industry began to threaten 
the survival of whales, new technologies made their oil 
less vital. And while whaling left New Bedford, the pur- 
suit of whales continued in Europe and Asia at new levels 
of efficient slaughter, hunting that enabled the harvest in 
one year to outstrip that of the previous decade in total.

The area, called Nasketucket Woods includes 
forest, freshwater wetlands, perennial streams, a vernal 
pool, and protected habitat for rare species, including 
the Eastern box turtle, in the immediate vicinity of the 
Nasketucket River. The property links to several other 
conservation areas, the Mariner Soccer Field complex and 
the East Fairhaven elementary school. It will be open 
to the public for recreational activities, including hiking 
and bird watching. Trail improvement and maintenance 
activities are envisioned for the site. 

"The town is pleased that this land purchase has 
finally gone through. It is a significant piece of property 
that is environmentally sensitive and was vulnerable 
to development. With assistance from the Community 
Preservation Committee, the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts and town meeting members, Nasketucket Woods 
is now permanently protected for all residents to enjoy," 
said Fairhaven Town Planner Bill Roth. 

The Coalition helped facilitate the transaction 
by securing the option to purchase from the landowner 
and assisting the town with raising the necessary funds. 
The costs of the project were paid with funds from a 
state grant through the Local Acquisitions for Natural 
Diversity (LAND) Program (formerly known as the Self- 
Help Program), the Fairhaven Community Preservation 
Committee, a mini-grant from the Buzzards Bay National 
Estuary Program, and a loan from the Coalition's Bay 



Lands Revolving Fund. A local grassroots group. Friends 
of Nasketucket, helped with the acquisition by support- 
ing the Town's land application and building support at 
Fairhaven Town Meeting. 

The protection of natural lands in the watershed 
is critical to protecting water quality in Buzzards Bay. 
Healthy forests, wetlands and stream buffers serve a vital 
function as pollutant filters, absorbing as much as 90% 
of the nitrogen and other pollution generated by human 
activities before it reaches the bay. Land conservation also 
benefits local communities by protecting drinking water, 
wildlife, aesthetic vistas, open space, rural character, rec- 
reational opportunities and the special places that people 
treasure. 

"The town was interested in preserving this area 
primarily because it is located within a backup drinking 
water supply area. The Coalition was interested in seeing 
that it remain as open space because it sits within the 
watershed that drains into Little Bay, which suffers from 
nitrogen pollution," said Brendan Annett, Coalition vice 
president of watershed protection. 

The protection of Nasketucket Woods continues 
The Coalition for Buzzards Bay's long-term focus on pre- 
serving natural lands surrounding Nasketucket Bay. Over 
the past decade, the Coalition has worked to protect such 
landmark properties as the Nasketucket Bay State Reser- 
vation, Nulands Neck and the Viveiros Dairy Farm.
